Stroudsburg Fire Department’s Lone Death 
In Line Of Duty Occurred 72 Years Ago Today

MONT OF the old-timer* will 
have forgotten and few of their 
children have ever heard about 
It. 
But 72-years ago today, Ed- 
w ard Cavenee lost his life fight­ 
ing a fire which swept through 
th e B urnett House, o r w hat is 
now the Penn-Stroud Hotel.

fighter ever to I oar hi* lifts 
In the line of *ervlee. 
You’ll find th e story of Cave- 
nee’s heroism w ritten In a fine 
Spencerian script within the fad­ 
ed pages of a time-worn volume 
entitled: "F ire Record, Phoenix 
Fire Co. No. 2. Stroudsburg, P a.” 
The date was Thursday, March 
12, 1885. 
T he time: I a m . 
Cavenee wa* caught beneath 
the falling roof and was dead 


when his comrade* reached him. 
Shot (iv before I n m , Cavenee 
himself discovered a (ii# in a 
flame building on Franklin St., 
nr what is now Eighth St. Own­ 
ed hy Samuel Hood, Fable and 
Singer operated a broom factory 
there.

the state’s proposed route—known 
as

The com m issioner did not elab­ 
orate on details of the modifica­ 
tions but said the bureau felt the 
new cost d ata should be subm itted 
before a decision is reached on 
where to locate the road. 
"W e want to m ake absolutely 
certain that w hat we do is right,” 
said Williams. 
Final approval on such projects 
m ust come from Washington, al­ 
though the individual state sub­ 
m its its recom m endations to the 
district office of the roads bureau. 
Williams said he did not expect 
the requested cost d ata from H ar­ 
risburg "for som e 
tim e,” 
since 
it 
involves 
considerable 
work. 
Should 
the 
so-called Shortway 
route win approval of the bureau, 
the federal governm ent would pay 
90 per cent of the construction 
cost with the "Commonwealth pay­ 
ing the rem ainder.

MOXKOE County is now being 
faced with a critical shortage of 
adequate housing and treatm en t 
for older persons, 
This fact was accented by two 
separate phases of a regular m eet­ 
ing of Monroe County Commis­ 
sioners yesterday morning. 
The first of these was the latest 
in a series, of discussions by com­ 
missioners them selves'on a grow­ 
ing and unavoidable 
question: 
How long can the county go on 
without initialing a building pro­ 
gram for the County Home at 
Sellersville. 
Tile second was a conference 
" i th spokesmen for a committee 
which is now working on a pro­ 
posed ‘Home for the Aging” in 
this area. 
in their own discussion 
which 
t«Mik up nearly half an hour be­ 
fore the citizen's delegates ap­ 


peared — Commissioners Willard 
Quick and W. Adolph Rake point­ 
ed out that the present County 
Home was built In 1924. 
It rapidly became outm od­ 
ed and inadequate 
and, 
for 
m ore than a decade, it has 
been overcrowded, they said. 
Because of the advances 
of 
medical science, human beings — 
Including those in Monroe Coun­ 
ty 
are living longer. Quick point­ 
ed out. With this as an accepted 
fact of life, it becomes natural 
that more and mote persons will 
require admission to the County 
Home under normal circum stan­ 
ces. 
Tire county has felt the pres­ 
sure of Increasing demands for 
admission for years now’. Most of 
the time there is a “waiting list” 
of older men and women who 
cannot 
be admitted until room 
is created or until a home may 


he found in a comparatively inex­ 
pensive private noising home. 
Many times, these citizens are 
ill. And it Is in this area that 
the County Home cannot hope to 
provide the maximum care need­ 
ed to till its role as a place of re ­ 
tirement, a nursing home and a 
niulti-purim.se home for the care 
of persons who are mentally In­ 
competent or unable to care for 
themselves physically.

The consultants concluded that 
it is necessary to develop an addi­ 
tional source of supply which, when 
added to the present .supply cap­ 
acity of a million and a quarter 
gallons daily,

amount. 
The most economical 
way to 
provide this capacity, the consult­ 
ants said, would be to provide a 
filter plant at Stokes Mill Spring 
at Brodhead* Creek. 
“In order to provide for the ulti- j

per day from the present and pro­ 
posed source of water supply,” the 
report stated, “it will be necessary 
to provide 
a 
transmission main 
supplemental to the existing IO 
inch main from Stokes Mill Spring 
to the existing reservoir.

"In order to correct deficiencies 
j of fire flow*, as well as pressure in 
the distribution system, it will be 
necessary 
to
